Detroit-Today, after five weeks of intense negotiations. Ihe UAWGM Nalional 
Negotiators and UAW GM Vice Presidenl Terry Dittes announced tlhe 
achievement of a Proposed Tentative Agreement with General Molors. The 
elected national negoliators voted lo recommend the UAW GM National Council 
accepl Ihe Proposed Tentative Agreement as the agreement represents major 
gains for UAW workers. 

The number one priority of tie national negoliation team has been lo secure a 
slrong and fair conlract that our members deserve." said UAW Vice Presidenl 
Terry Dittes. Director of the UAW GIM Department. Out of respect for our 
members, we will refrain from commenting on the details unlil the UAW GM 
leaders gather together and receive all details. 

“We are extremely g raleful lo Ihe thousands of Americans who donated goods 
and helped our striking workers and their families. As we await the Council's 
decision, please know lhat the outpouring of community and national support will 
be etched in the memories of all of us at the UAW for years to come," said Dittes. 

The dignity, grace, and solidarity demonstrated by our members during the Iasi 
few weeks are prime examples of what this union is all aboul — supporting one 
another in Ihe good and bad limes and never giving up,” said UAW Presidenl 
Gary Jones. i: Qur more than 45,000 members standing their ground have 
captured Ihe hearts and minds of people across this country. I could not be 
prouder of our brothers and sisters, our National Negoliators. and the National 
Council as they continue to fight one day longer to secure Ihe besl deal for our 
members." said Jones. 

On September 15, the UAW GM National Council voled to slrike.. The UAW GM 
National Council will meet and review delaills on October 17 , 2019 in a private 
meeting, at which time they will vote on ivhelher to recommend it to the lull UAW¬ 
GM membership for ratification. 

Until Ihe Council reviews and votes to approve the proposed lenlative agreement 
the strike will continue. During the October 17 meeting, the Council will decide 
whether to continue the strike until ralification concludes or to stop the strike at 
the time of the Council's approval of Ihe agreement. 

Gnce Ihe UAW Nalional GM Council votes to approve the proposed lentative 
agreement, the contract language wil I become a Tentative Agreement and shared 
with the toll membership. 

Ultimalely, the agreement will nol be ratified until UAW-GM membership across 
the U.S. votes to approve it.
